220 Tun Burden, with defigne to have Traded to the Ea/? Indies, and to have brought 
home to Scotland the Product of both Ships: But when the Ship the Asvandale was 
prepared for the faid Voyage, and had obtained all Documents and DireGions ne. 
ceflary from the faid Company in Scotland, to qualify her for the fame, and was ly- 
ing in the Channel ready to Saill, The Englifh Eaft India Company, did by their 
own Order and Warrand, directed to Officers, whom they thought fit to imploy, 
under the pretence of an Englifo A& of Perlidment, ina. Violent and Surprifing man. 
ner, Seafe the faid Ship the Annandale, withher whole Cargo; and by force of Meas 
bring her in to Dover, and Prefs above Twenty of her Crew, to go Aboard an Eng. : 
Zifh Man of War, lying there with many other hardfhips ; chat the Mafter and Temas 2 ae 
nent Perfons of the Crew, and others concerned in the faid Ship and Cargo, did at 
that time fuffer, All which being reprefented to Her Majefty ; It pleafed Her Ma- 
jefty, to give Her Commands, to Her Atturne and Soliciter General, to confider 
the Memorial, exhibited to Her Majefty, by the faid Company in Scotland, In rela. 
tion totheir faid Ship and Cargo. In obedience to which Command, the Atturney 


and Soliciter did make their Report ; Wherein, albeit they gave their Opinion, that } 


That the Seifure, in the manner as ftated in the Affidavits made upon it, was very 
Diforderly, After which, there was indeed a Procefs, in the Exchequer of England, 


Her Royal Juftice and Goodnefs, now after the happy conclufion of the Union, will
